Obi, WF this Bill Paſs, it will not give preſent Relief to the Poor that are out of Work. 

| Anſw. It will give preſent Reliet, as it will increaſe the Mafter-Weawers Credir. As Matters now 
ftand, thoſe Merchants and Yarn-makers we deal with, foreſceing we are like to be 22ndone by the raft India 
Trade, refuſe to give us Credir, and many of them tell us plainly, they will not eruſt us, unleſs this Bill Paſs. 


The Mercers, and others we ſell our Goods to, tell us, if this Bill do not paſs into a Law, they muſt leave Buy- 


9g of us, and turn their Stocks into the India Trade; becauſe the Gentry of Enoland atk tor, and Buy little 
but Eaft-India Commodities. It this Bill Paſs, the Retailers will prefently Buy of us, and not Indiz Goods, 
iſt any of them ſhould be lefc upon their Hands, when the time comes they are Prohibited ſelling them. If 
this Bill Paſs, it will Incourage the Mafter-Weavers, to employ the Poor, who offer us to Work, allowing us 


the Diſcount of Bank Bills, by which means we ſhall be able ro have Money to pay them ; the Maſter - 


IPeavers will be able to go on to employ the Poor, in hopes of a Trade upon thete Incouragements. If this 


Bill do not- Paſs, the Maſter-Weavers will be Dejefted and Diſcouraged, and under ſad Apprehenſions 


muſt turn out more of their Poor, and employ their Stock fome other ways, tor the Support of themſelves 
and Families, to the greater Damage of the Nation, and further Calamity of the Poor. 
Obj. If this Bill paſs, we ſhall get no Salt-Petre from India, 
 Anſw. We cannot go to the Great Mogull preſently, to get a Licenſe from him, to give us Liberty to Buy 
Salt-Petre ; but we believe there is as great Reaſon, that we may have Salt-Petre for our Money, as that we 


may have Muſlins, Callicoes, Raw Silk, Floretta Tarn, Pepper, Fanns, orany other of their Commodities. 


The Great Mogull, never forbad or hindred the French from having Salt-Petre for their Money, notwith- 
ſtanding the French King's Decree to hinder the Selling their Goods in his Country, which Decree yet ſtands in 
full Force, and is binding upon the Subjects of France, and not Reverſed or Diſpenſed withal. Or is it the man- 
ner of Trading Nations to refuſe to take Money for their Produce,(unleſs for their unwrought Commodities for 
Manufattaries)will not all the other ManufaGtories and Commodities that we buy for Ready Meney and Conſume 
in England from India,be a Conſideration (ufficient for Salt Peter, which to them is of little value ; but why may 
not our Merchants bring theſe Silks as well as the Datch,or any others ? Shall we not have as many Markets for 
India Silks as the Dutch, and more, and ſhall we not ſtand upgn:equat grounff with them for Salt Peter , docs 
not-the great Mogul defire our Money, and want our Lead, as much as we his Salt Peter; but is this the mann«: 
of other Nations ? The Venetians prohibit our Cloth, but do we refuſe tg ki them Tyn or Lead.The Dutch refuſe 
ro buy our Dyed Woollen Manufactures,but do we refuſe to{eW thtar di R#bFhice Woollen ManufaQures ; 
we prohibit the Datch Ribonds and Buttons, but do they refuſe to Sell us their. Linnens and Veſvets ® But any 
thing will ſerve for an Argument to hinder a Bill that deſigns only the Repulating..the Eaft-India Trade; and it 
is an Amazement to us to read a Paper, Entituled, Proofs off ere\nÞ5»\ BY. ns concerned, again$t the Bill
